this afternoon.

There xvere DO passengers 
and two of the crew on the car. 


"The nccident was ui.avoidable."

Washington, D. C., July 1. — Offi- 


cial Washington awakened today to 
the possibilities of trouble in Secre- 
tary Baker's repudiation of the coal 
price lixing arrangement

So far there is no in- 
dication that the issue has become 
acute or that there will be a-.-split in 
the cabinet, but Mr. Baker's public

Jn the opinion of many officials the 


question may involve the entire make-

ASSUME OFFENSIVE 


Activity in Progress For First Time 


Sine* Recent Revolution 


ATTACK M_GERMAN POSITIONS 


BerKn Say* Russians Were Repulsed on Kiffhteen and a 


Half Mile Line With Heavy LOMM; Many Night At- 
tacks Made, Aided By ArttNery Fire. 


The soldiers of the new Russia have assumed the aggressive. For 


the first time since the revolution of last March, Russian troops have 
begun an attack on an extensive scale. 


Along a front of IS11- miles in the region ot" Brezauy. Gatieia. Rus- 


sian troops have stormed the German positions. Berlin says the Rus- 
sians suffered heavy losses and were compelled to retire before G«r- 
man fire. 
The attack was made between, the upper Stripa and the 


narrow Xarayuvka river, a tributary of the Gnila Lipa, in the section 
southeast of Lemberg. the Galician capital, where the artillery firing 
has been heavy recently.

Mude Night Attacks. 


Russians also made nig'ht at- 


tacks on both sides of Brezany and 
lear Zwyzyn, and Berlin reports that 
assaults between the Zlota Lipa and 
the Narayuvka have brought on new- 
battles between the opposing forces. 
The artillery arm of the Russian for- 
ces has been active and from the Ber- 
lin reports it is learned that an in- 
tense duel has been in progress from 
the region of Brezany northward to 
the Middle Stockhod in Volhynia, a 
distance of about 175 miles. 


Berlin declares that the Russian at- 


tacks, which it says were .powerful, 
were brought about through the pres- 
sure of the leading entente powers. 
The text of the official statement says: 


"The Russian government 
having 


been constrained to yield to the pres- 
sure of the leading entente powers. 
part of the army has been induced to 
attack." 


The region of the Narayuvka and 


upper Stripa rivers has been the scene 
of much bitter fighting since General 
Brussiloff ended his victorious cam- 
paign last year, and Brezana. is one of 
the keys to L.emberg.

PROTECT MORALS 


OF MENJN ARMY 


Sale of Liquor Prohibited la 


Vicinity ot Training Camps, 


CONDITIONS MUCH.IMPROVED 


Warning to Texaa Citiea That Unli 


There Wa* • Chang* For the Batter 
Camp* Would B« Moved Had Dewin- 
•d Effect—Saloon Keeper* Ifl Mif"" 
ri Have Violated Law. 


The war department means to spare 


no effort to prevent Immorality and the 
sale of liquor ia the vicinity of big 
training camps where hundreds of thou- 
sands of American boys wflll be taught 
soldiering. Within the past few weeks 
the special commission appointed by 
Secretary Baker, of which Raymond B. 
Posdick Is chairman, has conducted 
successful campaign in Texas, where 
tbe local authorities everywhere have 
finally been induced to dose up the 
red light districts and enforce the law 
in respect to the selling of liquor to 
men in uniform. 


This result was obtained, however, 


only after the war department had 
threatened to move the camps to places 
where better conditions could be assur- 
ed. Now the situation in the vicinity 
of Jefferson barracks, St. Louis, where 
vice eoodltlons are deplorable, has been 
tackled by the commission of training 
camp activities to safeguard the bar- 
racks where from, time to time 30,000 
soldiers will be housed. Reports from 
their investigators in St. Louis show 
that bartenders do not hesitate to sell 
liquor to men in uniform, and dozens 
of intoxicated soldiers were seen on tne 
streets. 


"The war department Is determined," 


said Mr. Fosdick, the chairman of the 
training camp commission, "that the 
zones surroundins military posts with- 
in an effective radius shall be clean of 
moral hazards la so far as it is possi- 
ble to make them so. If necessary, the 
secretary of war is determined to move 
both camps and posts from the neigh- 
borhood of those communities in which 
clean conditions cajinot be secured." 


War Department Backs Foidick. 


Mr. Fosdick has the complete back- 


ing of the secretary of war* in the 
campaign against rice neir military 
posts. He was especially selected as 
chairman of the commission on train- 
ing camp activities because he had 
made a special study of conditions in 
Canadian camps. In the last few weeks, 
when large numbers of troops have 
been concentrated in Texas, Mr. Fos- 
dick has dealt vigorously With the vice 
situation. He warned the mayors of 
cities near the camps that such big 
camps as those at Fort Sam Houston, 
Sap Antonio, would be removed unless 
conditions were improved. He obtain, 
•ed results. 


Conditions ia St. Louig^ indicate a 


serious state of affairs. 'One of the 
reports says: 


"Between the city boundary line and 


the reservation line, on Broadway espe- 
cially, are a number of saloons—five 
different German "schmier kacse'' gar. 
dens. On four different days last week 
every one of tliem was selling liquor to 
men in uniform. 
Several intoxicated 


soldiers were seen on the streets Satur- 
day night. 
One of the bartenders 


claimed, in answer to an Inquiry by 
an investigator, that he had had no 
instructions that it was against the 
law'to sell liquor to soldiers." 


In some instances it would, of course, 


be impossible to move the training 
camps if moral conditions continued 
bad after the camp had been once es- 
tablished. 
In that case the govern- 


ment could place the districts Immedi- 
ately surrounding the training gamps 
or even lsfrge portions of the city under 
military law, the threat of which alone 
would probably be sufficient to bring 
about a change. 


Commiition Fully Organized. 


The commission of training camp ac- 


tivities is now fully organized and has 
representatives in the various cities 
where army camps are located. The 
commission keeps the secretary of war 
informed on conditions in the camps 
and the zones surrounding them. It 
endeavors to provide recreational fa- 
cilities within the camps, and it tries 
to co-ordinate the different agencies 
which are seeking an opportunity for 
service among the soldiers In the vicin- 
ity of the training camps. It is a sort 
of clearing house whereby duplication 
is avoided. 


In the neighborhood of each camp 


is stationed a gained community or- 
ganizer, whose' function is to promote 
recreation of the right sort for soldiers 
on leave, to develop a program among 
the different organizations, such as the 
T. M. O. A,, the Knights of Columbus 
an* their unofficial bodies. For exam- 
ple, in the neighborhood of Fort Me- 
Pherson, Atlanta, Ga., one man has 
the churches, the lodges, the local Red 
Cross, the Salvation Army, the T. M. 
C. A., the Young Women's Christian 
association and various women's clubs 
and other organizations working to- 
gether under a composite program. A 
combination soldier's club and canteen 
will be erected and maintained by the 
women of the town. Adequate swim- 
ming facilities have been provided, li- 
brary facilities have been developed, 
bowling alleys and poolrooms especial- 
ly for the soldiers have been opened. 
Moving picture shows of the right kind 
are also to be set up In all tbe training 
camps. The plans of tbe commission 
of training camp activities provide, In- 
deed, a wholesome round of recreation.

Advioe to Young M»n Who W*nt t* 


G«t Ahead In Business. 


President Bedford of the Standard 


Oil Company of New Jersey has him- 
self traveled unaided every step of the 
way from the valley of obscurity to 
the summit of success.

"Then, try to plan out your life, to 


map out a course; consider and Calcu- 
late the steps Necessary to carry you 
toward your goal; go forward step by 
step—and don't get your sequences 
mixed. Do one thing at a time. If 
your job at the moment Is to keep 
books master bookkeeping thoroughly 
and study the fundamentals of ac- 
countancy; don't merely keep your 
books mechanically. From accountan- 
cy go on to study finance, and this 


ll help to open other doors. Or if a 


ruaii starts iri a manufacturing depart- 
ment let him first master that depart- 
ment and then learn all there Is to be

Thus will he become familiar with the 
whole process of manufacture. 


"His next step would be to learn the 


outlets and the uses for his manufac- 
ture—the market for his product. By 
studying what and how much his mar- 
ket will take or will not take be be- 
comes a capable merchandise man. 
This double knowledge of manufactur- 
ing and merchandising qualifies him to 


an executive position and opens the 


way to rise to the very top, whereas 
the fellow -who was content to Jog 
along in. a rut in one department will 
still be about where he began."—B. C.
